trail in S.W. 26-46-24-4, a little more 
than a mile north of the city.

[MUCH SEEDING 
ACCOMPLISHED 
OVER THE WEST 


WHEAT ACREAGE WILL LIKELY 
BE DECREASED, MORE WARM 
WEATHER: IS NEEDED 
(Special to’ The Times) 

Winnipeg, May 16.—-Except for some 
heavy rains over’ astern Manitoba‘on 
the 18th and light ‘shows in scattered 
districts of the: ‘three provinces since 
Tuesday last. the weather 
favorable for carrying on of spring 
operations, Substantial progress was 
made with seeding‘and the amount of 
work accomplished is surprising in 
view of the fact ithat the heavy gen- 
eral rains of thp previous weekend 
threatened a complete suspension of 
activities for several days, Delayed 
seeding will. likely, result’ in some- 
what decreased’ acteage. On the oth- 
er hand moisture conditions are un- 
usually favorable,’and farm help is 
plentiful everywhere, and with this 
combination {t would appear reason- 
ably certain that*farmers will put in 
all the wheat acreage that they safely 
can do. A continuance of warm dry 
weather for the -belance of May is 
needed all over the west, and if this 
is assured seeding’ will be rapidly 
completed, Wet weather this spring 
has greatly improved the outlook for 
a good hay crop, which is very necos- 
sary this year .as'in most districts 
there is a scarcity, Prairie grass is 
coming along nicely and will afford 
great relief to livestock. 

In Manitoba seeding commenced jn 
many sections on’ Tuesday last and 
has continued all ‘week until inter- 
rupted by heavy rains on the 12th and 
13th. This extra’ precipitation has 
made it very bad: for low lying areas 
where farmers will. be compelled to 
eliminate wheat ‘seeding and substi- 
tuting oats and barley. Quite a num- 
ber of districts: haste, hieir wheat seed- 
ing well advanced, in some cases 76 
per cent of the intended acreage be- 
ing already in. Over the province as 
a whole 20 to 25 per cent would cover 
the extent of work done. Wheat is 
reported above the ground in lighter 
soil districts. Winter rye is showing 
well with favorable indications for a 
good crop. Seeding and spring work 
is general today. 


Good drying weather prevailed dur- 
ing the past week in Saskatchewan, 
and apart from light showers in the 
northwestern section there wags no 
general interruption. :Seeding has 
been going ahead rapidly and while 
there is a wide variation in the estl- 
mates from the various districts of 
the amount of work done there is 
probably over the entire province 30 
to 35 per cent of the wheat in. The 
low spots are still wet and there may 
be some of these later seeded with 
coarse grains that were intended for 
wheat, Seed is going into the ground 
under favorable conditions as far as 
moisture is concerned and warm wea- 
ther will promote rapid germination 
and subsequent growth, The mois- 
ture in the ground is abnormal and 
the fall rain and following precipita- 
tions have raised the sloughs to where 
they were some years ago, The re- 
serve moisture dissipated during the 
dry season apperrs to have been re- 
stored. 

Over Alberta the weather appears 
to have finally settled and during the 
past week it has been entirely favor- 
able. Farmers are on the land every: 

where and a week or so of good wea: 

ther will see wheat seeding finished 
except, of course, 
areas, 


in excessively wet 
Conditions throughout the 
province are very irregular in respect 
of the amount of seeding done. From 
Edmonton east to 
boundary and south 
Deer, 25 to 35 per 
seeding is finished. 


the Saskatchewan 
as far as Red 
cent of the wheat 
Ned Deer south 
to Lethbridge about 60 per cent is 
seeded. East of Taber very little 
work has been done as the land is 
quite wet. There is more moisture 
over the whole of Alberta than in 
any previous year at this time. It is 
likely there will be more stubbling in 
‘than usual on account of the late sea- 
son, and wheat acreage except in the 
south will likely be somewhat redue- 
ed, 

Favorable couditions prevailed dur- 
ing the week in lvitish Columbia, the 
weather turnin, much milder. Seed- 
ing and planting have made rapt 
progress and the whole season, due 
to backward spring weather, is at 
least two weeks later than normal. 
Indications generally are promising. 
There is plenty of moisture to pro- 
mote rapid growth with warmer wea- 
ther and should «'so ensure a good 
hay crop. Frost of April 18th and 19th 
appears to have dono less damage 
than at first thought, In districts that

The 
boys (and the girl) who. represent 
U.F.A, and Progressive opinion are at 
times inclined to arrogate to them- 
selves a monopoly of virtue and set 
themselves up as paragons of politi- 
cal prescience. They are not perfect, 
nor ure thelr judgments always. the 
judgments of Solomon, Let us turn 
back to the particular case of Mr. 
Kellner and the article in question, 


Getting It Wrong 
Mr. Kellner writes: 

“The Conservatives, in 1868, start- 
ed with a duty on dutiable imports 
of 20.2 per cent and on total im- 
port sof 13.1 per cent. On their de- 
feat in 1896, it wil be seen that the 
tariff had Increased to 30 per cent 
on dutiable and to 19.2 per cent on 
total imports. Then the Liberals 
held office for fifteen years, and 
by 1910 the tariff stood at 26.8 on 
dutiable and 16.6 on total imports, 
which duty the high tariff; Conser- 
vatives, by 1921, had reduced to 20.6 
on dutiable and 14.1) on total im- 
ports. The following year the low 
tariff Liberals took office, and by 
1926, the rate was Increased to 24.7 
on dutiable, and 15.5 on total. Pig- 
ures are taken from the Annual 
Trade Report of Canada, and, of 
course, are Government figures.” 


T have no quarrel with this state. 
ment save that it does not reveal all 
the facts. Further it) containg the 
error usually made by those who se- 
lect certain figures to prove a ease, 
instead of analyzing facts to reveal 
the truth. It is perhaps unnecessary 
to add that T do not suggest that this 
was done deliberately--it| was the er- 
ror of the method, not of the individ. 
ual, 

Liberal Accomplishment 


The Liberals, when they came into 
office in 1896 adopted the British Pre- 
ference as part of thelr tariff pro- 
gram. That fmmediately became the 
regulating tariff—-that is, other coun- 
tries selling goods in Canada and Can- 
adlan manufacturers had to meet the 
level of prices established by Brit- 
ish goods entering Canada under the 
preference, One illustration will suf- 
fice. On boots and shoes the general 
tariff is 30 per cent—the preference 
rate is 16% per cent—the latter is the 
regulating tariff. it fixes the price at 
which the Canadian manufacturer 
can sell his shoes. If we knocked 
down the Ameriean tariff to the level 
of the British we would lower the av- 
erage rate, but ft is doubtful if that 
would in any material way benefit 
the constumer—the preference rate de- 
termines the selling price and it is 
18% per eent,

Then Mr. Kellner goes on to sug:

1 
do not think.s0 — nor do | imagine 
that the manufacturers themselves 
feel that way about it. No man who 
takes the trouble to attend a sitting 
of the board wiN make the assertion 
that advantage in any case has rest- 
ed with the manufacturers. Sixty-six 
applications have been made to date. 
Thirty-six of these are for downward 
revision (Mr. Kellner gives the lat- 
ter figure as three, in that he is 
wholly wrong. Eyery request for up- 
ward revision has been and will be} 
fought. The Consumers’ League of | 
Canada, the new organization found-| 
ed for the purpose of providing con- | 
sumers’ representation, has ten appli-- 
cations now before the board for 
downward revision.

-MAN’S' DEADLY ENEMY 


Traffic accidents. kill a few thousg 
ands of men, women and children an- 
nually, causing the setting up of ex- 
tensive safeguards for the protection 
of human life. 

A citizen is killed by assassins in 
a foreign land and diplomatic rela- 
tions between two nations are strain- 
ed and the indignation of millions is 
aroused to thp point of a violent out- 
break. 

An epidemic of infantile paralysis 
breaks out with the resultant loss of 
life of several hundred children, and 
the nation organizes ‘every resource 
to combat the disease. { 

But: germ-carrymg insects, which 
yearly cause the death of millions of 
humen lives and destroy vast quanti- 
ties of man’s food supplies, attract 
the concern of one or two governmen- 
tal departments, provoke an occa- 
sional “swat the fly” or “clean-up” 
campaign and disturb not the public’s 
peace of mind. The mosquito and 
fly are the most destructive enemies 
of man, They convey to man malaria, 
sleeping sickness, cholera, typhoid 
and other deadly diseases, Other in- 
sects destroy wheat and cotton crops, 
murder man’s livestock or contamin- 
ate food supplies.

Recently a paint pedlar passed 
through our district, and succeded in 
unloading some of his paint in the 
community, We are advised by one 
farmer on whoin he called that the 
price of the paint he was offering was 
$5.25 a gallon. 

This paint may have been the best 
made, but we are daubtful. If it were 
a poor paint and not in the least sat- 
isfactory the purchaser shas absolute- 
ly no recourse. He is stung. 

Now a guaranteed paint may be 
purchased in Innisfail from either of 
the local hardware stores at $5.25 per 
gallon, and the purchaser has the 
satisfaction of knowing that the 
paint is guaranteed and has the back- 
ing of a local firm who will make 
good, should there be any trouble 
whatsoever. It is from the local man, 
who is always here to make good his

An article noted some time ago 
tells howto plan this year’s garden. 
First there’is the matter of suitability 
or the contrary. Protection from 
wind, goildrainage, exposure and the 
proximity to the house are the deter- 
mining factors for the location. Belts 
of trees or| hedges of caragana pro- 
vide good protection for the garden, 
protection from the wind on the north, 
west and south sides being ample. 
‘A double row of sunflowers every few 
rods, in'the garden area, allowing the 
stems to stand during winter, will 
do for temporary shelter, 

Very light soils and very heavy soils 
should be avoided. A rich, loamy soil 
free from alkali, will meet the de- 
mands of nearly all vegetables, fruits 
and flowers. Manure will improve 
any soil. Areas that become cover: 
ed with water in the spring and dur- 
ing rains should be avoided, although 
land flooded early in the spring ts 
good for vegetables. Exposure also 
should not be disregarded, A’ south- 
ern slope is desirable for early veget- 
ables and for late vegetables needing 
much heat... Fruits and autumn veget- 
ables need a northern slope or a 
level area, A gurden should be ner 
the house. 


A lot of the above seem to take for 
sranted a choice, which is not the 
case in the ordinary urban garden. 
But even unpropitious conditions may 
be ameliorated and modified and ‘im- 
proved until the garden is the “love- 
some plot” sung by the poet.

ust, 

In sixteen capitals of northern Eur- 
ope steps already have been taken to| 
show the advantages of the fixed cal-! 
endar idea. There are opponents ot ! 
the plan but no organized effort has! 
yet appeared. 

Under the proposed plan of reform, 
all months would have 28 days, the 
first day of the month falling on 
Sunday and the last on Saturday. If 
the year remained the same length, 
an extramonth would be introduced, 
leaving one day over and two in leap 
year, Thirteen months would look 
like this:
